MESSAGE RECEIVED WITH 
ENTHUSIASM AT MOBILE 


Excitement When It Was Read in 
Southern Assembly — Caused 
Vociferous Applause — Con- 
sidering Union with 
Cumberland Church.

Buffalo, N. Y., May 20.—The one hun- 
dred and sixteenth general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church of America, now 
meeting in Buffalo, will probably become 
a history making body. The second day 
of the assembly was replete with indi- 
cations of a church addition that will 
greatly strengthen that denomination. 
Sentiment strongly favored union with 
the Cumberland church, while the Pres- 
bvterian church, another southern body, 
may come within the fold within a year 
or two. The assembly of the Cumberland 
church is new meeting in Dallas, Tex., 


'and the assembly of the other southern 


church igs meeting in Mobile, Ala. 

The assembivy by an_ overwhelming 
vote made the report on union with the 
Cumberiand church a special order for 
next Thursday. 

Subsequently the assembly, with only 
negative yote, went on record as 
wiping from the minutes of previous as- 
semblies all aspersions and charges re- 
flecting on the Christian character of 
the Presbyterian church in the United 
Siates, the southern body. In 1882 the 
general aseembly of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States offered the 
Olive branch to the assembly of the

Presbyterian church in the United States 


(nothern), by wiping from 
harsh things it had said 
northern church in the civil 
wur days. The northern church's reply 
contained a rider which was more of- 
fensive in the eyes of the southern church 
than certain things to which the northern 
church had previously given voice. In 
saying that, if took back things it hag 
previously said about the southern as- 
sembly, the northern assembly took pains 
to remark that this action did not in- 
elude the action of former northern as- 
semblies relative to “loyalty and rebel- 
lion.” 

Today's action by the northern assem- 
bly seeks to remove all the hard feeling 
engendered in those days. 

Enthusiasm Over Telegram. 

Mobile, Ale., © May 20.—(Special.)— 
The decorum of the Presbyterian as- 
sembly was disturbed to a degree hita- 
erto unknown this afternoon, and it is 
only within the memory of the videst 
members that the dignity of the assem-~ 
bly had ever permitted anything like 
applause during its counsels. The cause 
of the enthusiasm was the reading of a 
telegram from the northern assemovly, 
which threw the assembly into the wild- 
est excitement followed by vociferous ap- 
piause: 

“The general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church of the United States of 
America, in session at Buffalo, have 
adopted with only one dissenting vote, 
following res®lutions: : 

“ ‘First, Whereas it is Known that .the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States, now in ses- 
sion at Mobile, Ala., has before it over- 
tures from several of its presbyteries, 
looking to closer relations with this as- 
sembly, and, 

‘*Whereas, We earnestly desire to*re- 
move all obstacles to all such relations, 
now, therefore, be it resolved, that this 
general assembly of the United States 
of America hereby removes all asper- 
sions and charges of any and every 
kind made by previous assemblics re- 
fiecting on the Christian character of the 
Presbyterian church of the United States, 
and is ready at any time to confer on 
the subject of closer relations, whenever 
such conference shall be agreeable to the 
general assembly of the United States. 

* Second, That the moderator and 
stated clerk be instructed immediately to 
communicate this action to the gencral 
assembly of the United States.’’ 

Second day’s session of the assembly was 
called to order at 9 o'clock. Dr. H. M. 
Scudder, of Carlile, Ky., was called to the 
chair, and the services were opened with 
the singing of hymns, followed by prayer 
by Dr. B. W. Wetane, of Mount Airy, N. 
C, The minutes were read and approved 
after some corrections. 

Rev. Stonewall] Jackson McMurrfy, of 
Laredo, Tex., was unanimously elected 
temporary clerk of the assembly. 

The Presbyterians of Augusta, Ga., 
where the assembly was organized. sent 
greetings, which were ordered spread on 
the minutes. 

The Presbyterian synod of Brazil sent 
sreetings by Rev. I. Allen, who was 
granted the privileges of the floor. 

Rev. S. H. Chester, secretary of the 
executive committee on foreign missions, 
read the report of that committee. It 
shows that the largest gathering is that 
of the African mission, which reports the 
addition of 870 members on profession of 
faith. The total mumber added in all 
fields is 1,558. The war in the Far East 
has so far not interfered with mission 
work either in Japan or Korea.

Depositors of Macon’, Sus 
pended Banks Not Satisfied 
wit Report 


ARE STUDYING THE LAWS 
IN REGARD 10 BANKS 


In the Report of Receiver Corbin 
They Find Nothing To Console 
Them—Belief That the Na- 
tional Bank Will Show 
Up Well.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—There Is 
talk of prosecution by those depositors 
of money who could not be found or ac- 
counteg for after the twin financial in- 
stitutions on the corner closed Monday 
morning. Hope of at least a small sal- 
vage was indulged in until Receiver 
Corbin’s report became known this.morn- 


| ing. Then the last vestige of even the 


most sanguine was wiped out. Then it 
was apparent that there was only the 
hope of getting a small fraction that 
they had deposited. Some of the de- 
positors are studying the banking laws 
of the state. A section was found which 
precludes any officer of any bank from 
accepting a deposit when that officer 
knows. or even suspects, that the bank 
in which he works is any way involved. 
Then another section declares that any 
one who has made a deposit in bank 
can demand the return of that money 
within four days and the failure of the 
bank officials lays that individual liable 
to a prosecution under the laws of the 
state. 

Only a few days before the | Oe ef Plant's 
Son bank went under, one of Macon’'s 
most prominent and successful business 
men placea a sum of money in that 
financial house. Before placing the 
money there the Maconian had @ con- 
versation with one of the bank officials 
relative to the cordition of the bank’s 
financial health. He was assured that 
the bank was never in better shape and 
was Informed, in the most pleasant man- 
ner. that that institution was safe for 
everv dollar tt carried. Since the bank 
has “gone under that citizen, following 
the Georgia code, has made the lawful 
demand for the return of the amount or 
money. So far the equivalent of the 
deposit has not been returned, and ‘ft 
is now up to that cifizen to carry out 
his rights. 

As to National Bank. 

So far as the national bank is concern- 
ed. it has, as a feature of the failure, 
dropped out almost wholly. Those who 
have money there appear to be satis- 
fied. They al) feel sure that they will 
secure, at least, a large portion of the 
money they have passed over to the re- 
ceiving telier. Few are the inquiries 
being made avout that concern, 

The national bank examiner is working 
away slowly, cautiously and carcfully, 
and when his report shall have been com- 
pleted it will be submitted immediately 
to the comptroller of the treasury. 
There will be no discussion of that re- 
pert by people on the outside until the 
report. or copies of the report, have been 
published by the rightful announcer, It 
is with the national laws that that bank 
and the working of that bank will have 
The code of Georgia will have 
nothing to do with it. If the report of 
the examiner shows anv viodlaticns of 
the national banking laws, then it will 
be with the United States court the ques- 
tion will be settled. 

The Bibb county grand jury is now 
under adjournment and the day set for 
its next convocation falls some time dur- 
ing the coming week. 

On the streets it was freely stated 
that the failure would be brougit be- 
fore the grand jury, with a view to de- 
termining whether or not the banking 
laws of the state have been violated.

Solic- 
itor General Brunson, when appreached 
avout the matter, declines, and right- 
fully, too, to debate it in any way. 

The Teport given out by  Receivet 
Corbin at an early hour this morning. 
makes a showing even more deplorable 
than was at first anticipated. 
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Instead of a shortage o1 a million and 
a half, it shows the total liabilities to be 
within a fraction of two millions and a 
quarter, When the assets are deducted 
it leaves the. net liabilities over $800, - 
000.

Tae rates on dwelling risks were re- 
duced 10 per cent where the warranty 
clause on properly constructed chimneys 
and flues is used and concessions on 
builders risks and general dwelling rates 
were made. 

The action of the executive committee 
in making the recent rage advance at Bir- 
mingham was approved and «a pink slip 
was ordered attached to all policies giv- 
ing the reason for the advance. 

Waiver of the co-insurance clause on 
cotton at raflwayv terminals was author- 
ized to be made by the cotton committee 
on particular risks, provided a satisfac- 
tory agreement ts not reached by July |, 
between tne companies in the railway 
syndicate and those outside.

RUSSIANS AT NIUCHWANG 
CELEBRATE VICTORY 

Niuchwang, Thursday, May 19.—Mid- 
night.—The Russians are jubilant over 
their reported victory near Feng-Wang- 
Cheng and consider that it Is ‘‘good medi- 
cine’’ for the Japanese. 

The latest aythentic reports show that 
there are two divisions of the Yalu 
army.

KUROKI’S CAUTIOUS ADVANCE 
EXPLAINED BY ACTION 

Apprehension Rennenkampff's Cos- 
eacks hovering north, the authorities say, 
may explain the cautious action of Gen- 
eral Kuroki in establishing a strong base 
at Feng-Wang-Cheng and halting the col- 
umn which was marching on Hai-Chong. 
Jt may also be a golution of the mystery 
of Niuchwang, which at first was report- 
ed to have bsen evacuated and which is 
now said to have been reoccupied by the 
Russians, for if Kuroki has definitely 
stopped his westward move, Kuropatkin 
could safely continue to hold it without 
danger of the occupying force being cut 
off. 

The general staff took occasion today 
to deny the report of a battle having been 
fought at Kai-Chou in which 200 Rus- 
sians were killed. As a matter of fact 
the Russiams quietly withdrew from Kal- 
Chou, being unwilling to. expose their 
force at that point to the attack of a 
column marching trom the ecast—that 
landed in southern Liao. The evacuation 
of Kai-Chou also shows, it is Said, that 
there is no truth in the report that Kuro- 
patkin has sent 10,000 men to retake 
that place. 

The report that Kuropatkin has sent 
70,000 men to relieve Port Arthur is de- 
clared by the general staff to be incredi- 
ble. Such a move, they say, would only 
court disaster, for Kuroki naturally 
would take advantage Of the movement 
to throw his eéiire ermy acrosg the rail- 
road and strike from the rear while the 
Japanese troops in southern Liao-Tung 
would attack in front. 

No news has reached here of the en- 
gagement at Kin-Chou and the absence 
of information is explained by the slow- 
ness of communication due to. the 
strength of the Japanese force aseailing 
the Russian positions around Port Ar- 
thur. No eurprise is expressed at the 
fact that engagements occur as the Rus- 
sians fall back on Port Arthur.

THIRTEEN DIE 
AT CAPE NORTH 


and Sank In Deep = 
Water. 


North Sydney, Nova Scotia, May 20.— 
The worst marine disaster in the history 
of the St. Lawrence river coal trade oc- 
eurred today off Cape Breton, when the 
British steamer Turret Bay, laden with 
coal and bound from Svdney to Montreal, 
Struck on the rocks off St. Paul island, 
and sank in deep water twenty minuteh 
later, causing a loss of thirteen lives. 
Only nine men from a crew of twenty- 
two were saved. The dead;

According to the government agent at 
St. Paul island, the steamer struck near 
Southwest light about 8:30 o'clock this 
morning. <A dense fog prevailed at the 
time and the sea was running mountains 
high. Almost immediately the Turret 
Bay backed off santo deep water, but 
Sank within twenty minutes. 

The crew attempted to cut the boats 
clear, but while thus engaged the ves- 
sel plunged down, bow first, carrying 
every man aboard with her. Some of the 
men struggled to the surface and clung 
to floating pieces of wrecKage. Fourteen 
persons were tuken off the wreckage 
by the lifesaving crew that put out from 
the Island, but five of them died before 
reaching the island. 

The survivors say that they did not 
know that they were in danger until the 
vessel] struck. The fog was so thick thut 
the shore could not be seen, and hearing 
the fog horn at the lighthouse they mis- 
took it for ‘the whistle ‘of another 
steamer. 3 

The disaster occurred [9 miles north 
of Cape Nofth. There is a light house on 
the northeast point of St. Paul island, 
and also one on the southwest point, and 
a steam fog whistle is situated near the 
southwest light. It was this whistle that 
the crew of the Turret Bay heard. 

The Turret Bay was owned by William 
Peterson, limited, of New Castle-on-Tyne, 
and under time charter to the Dominion 
Coal Company, w.s carrying coal from 
Sydney to Montreal. The steamer was 
built in 1894 at Southerland and was a 
steel ship of 287 feet and gross tonnage 
2,211.

May 20.—When the 
ganeral Methodist conference adjourned 
at 6 o’clock this evening, seven of the 
eight bishops to be elected had been 
chosen, and the eleventh ,_ ballot taken 
just before adjournment probably’ has re- 
Bulted in the election of the eighth. The 
list of bishops thus far chosen follow: 

Jospeh F. Berry, of Chicago; Henry F. 
Spellmyer, of Newark, N. J.; William F. 
MacDowell, of New York; James W. Bash- 
ford, of Delaware, Ohio; William Burt, of 
Rome, Italy; Luther B. Wilson, of Bal- 
timore, and Thomas R Weely, of Phila- 
delphia. 

William Burt wag elected on the fifth 
ballot taken last night, the result of 
which was announced this morning. Dr. 
Wilson was chosen on the gixth ballot, 
which was announced before recess to- 
day. The seventh and eighth ballots re- 
sulted in no election, but on the ninth 
Dr. Neely was elected by 486 votes out 
of 700 cast, 467 being necessary to @ 
choice. The tenth ballot was taken just 
before adjournment this evening and re- 
sulted in no election. Dr. J. R. Day re- 
ceived th highest number of ballots—3!I 
out of a total of 706 cast, 417 being 
necessary to a choice. This showed Day 
a loss of 39 votes, having polled 350 in 
the ninth ballot. 

Election of the eighth bishop is now 
thought to lie between Day and Dr. J. 
W. Cook, of Chattanooga, with chances 
favoring the latter. 

Bishop William Burt, of Rome, Italy, 
ig 8! years of age, and has been for 
eighteen years past missionary leader 
in one of the most difficult fields of 
Protestant propaganda. He was educated 
at Wilbraham academy, Wesleyan uni- 
versity and Drew Theological seminary, 
and.began his ministerial career in the 
Ne York, east conference. He was 
later sent to Italy, where he rose to 
prominence and for years has_ been 
récognized as one of the very foremost 
figures in European «Protestantism. 

The disturbing charges of heresy that 
have agitated certain circles in the con- 
ference since !ts opening have been ‘finally 
disposed of in the committee on educa- 
tion.

Trouble Between Cordele and Tele- 
graph Company. 

Cordele, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—Chie¢ 
of Police Bray this morning levied on the 
office fixtures, wires and other propeity 
of the Posta] Telegraph Company within 
the city Hmits to satisfy an execution is- 
sued because of the non-payment of li- 
cense tax for last and this years.

The Pos- 
tal Company evidently does not intend to 
pay the tax and may let the city take 
the equipment.

COOL NIGHTS 
HURT COTTON 


Putnam County Farmers Hav- 
ing a Hard Fight To 
Make Crop. 


Eatonton, Ga., May 20.—Two months 
have passed since this county had any- 
thing like a good season of rain. In 
addition to this, unusual cool weathe- 
has prevailed. As a consequence the 
farmers are having a hard fight. In 
no section of the county can good stands 
of cotton be found, while in a majority 
of cases very little if any cotton is up. 
When it is up it is a struggle for the 
plants to survive the cool nights and 
blighting winds. The outlook is so far 
very discouraging. 

Fortunately good stands of corn pre- 
vail. This crop has been worked out 
thoroughly, though the plant is very 
small. Until it rains and a stand of 
cotton Is secured, the future farm work 
must necessarily be a drag. Rather than 
be idle, however, and hoping to encour- 
age germination by stirring’ the. soll 
about the seed, many farmers are siding 
the cottor, before it is up. 

The continued dry spell has also ma- 
terially damaged the wheat and oat crops. 
The latter, except in rich bottoms, will 
be too short to harvest well. The first 
cutting of hay will also be unusually 
short. 

In addition to all this, labor throughout 
the country is very scarce and unsatis- 
factory. The fruit crop promises to be 
abundant.

WOMEN OUTRAGED 
BY OUTLAW BAND 


Moroccan Brigands Have Car- 
fied Captives to Mountains, 


American and British Governments 
Will Make Every Effort To 
Have Captives Released and 
Brigands Punished by 
the Government.

Paris, May 20.—United States Consul 
General Gummere, at Tangier, Morocco, 
telegrapns confirming the reports that 
the brigand band which captured Peri- 
dicaris, an American citizen, and Crom- 
well Varley, a British subject, is the 
same that captured Mr. Harris, The Lon- 
don Times correspondent, last year. 

Besides capturing the men, members 
of the band assaulted the women of 


the Peridicaris party. 
The British and American representa- 


tives at Tangier are making energetic 
measufes to obtain the release of the 
captives and the Moorish authorities are 


assisting then. 

Brigafds Retreat to Mountains. 
Washington, May 20.—Mr. Peridicaris, 
the wealthy American citizen of Tan- 
gier, Morocco, and his step son, a British 
subject, who were captured by the brig- 
ands, have been carried into the moun- 
tains, where pursuit is almost impossi- 
ble. The state department has been ad- 
vised to this effect by Minister Gummere, 
United States consul general at Tan- 
gier, in a cablegram reaching the depart- 
ment over night. He also reports that 
no terms have been received from the 
brigand chief. 

. British Sent Torpedo Boat. 

Gibraltar, May 20.—A British torpedo 
boat No. 88 sailed today for Tangier 
in connection with the kidnaping of an 
American citizen named Peridicaris and 
his step son, Cromwell Varley, a Brit- 
ish subject, by armed Arabs, headed 
by a notorious brigand chief. 


French Will Not Interfere. 

Paris, May 20.—The French govern- 
ment does not intend to send a warship 
to Tangier or otherwise intervene in 
connection with the capturing of Messts. 
Peridicaris and Varley by. brigands. 
Residents of Tangfer are urging French 
action, but the governmental view is 
that France has no right to Intervene, 
and is not called on to do so in a case 
of this kind, as it would raise a direct 
issue with the sultan of Morocco con- 
cerning the exercise of police powers. 
‘Moreover, the government's advices are 
that Mohammed E] Torres, the represen- 
tative of the sultan &t Tangier, will 
meet the brigands*’ demands in order to 
secure the prisoners’ release, Unofficial 
advices say that Mohammed El Torres 
}has already recalled the Moroccan troops, 
as the brigands demanded.

How Graven Should Be Purchased. 
Against the Fee System in Of- 
fices—Recommends Abolition — 
‘of Office of Coroner’s 


Physician. 


Augusta, -Ga.,, May 20.—(Special.}— 
Judge Hammond's introduction to the 
people of the circuit, as judge of the su- 
perior court, was made a trifle sensational 
by the grand jury that has been looking 
for so long for a chance to make its re- 
port. This body must have been working 
hard all during the time that it has beer 
in existence looking for eye-openers for 
the people and it found them in large 
quantities, 

No department of the county govern- 
ment has escaped the inspection of the 
jury and about all of them the body has 
found something interes€ing to say. 

From Judge Eve, right on down to the 
constables, there is advice given and 
changes recommended that the jury 


the county of Richmond. * 

It will be remembered that in the last 
campaign in thig county one of the rea- 
sons advanced for the separation of the 
offices held by Judge Eve was the fact 
that the bought gravel for the county 
roads from himself, as an individual, and 
that he, as a gravel merchant, charged 
his own county more than he hid Chat- 
ham or other counties to which he, sold 
the material. The grand jury went into 
this matter and, although it makes no 
special report on past transactions, it 
shows how all gravel should be bought in 
the future and the way books should be 
kept in regard to it. The jury thinks that 
the bookkeeping of the county is general- 
ly bad, 

One of the greatest surprises of the 
grand jury recommendations is the abol- 
ishment of the office of coroner’s physi- 
clan, as far as the grand jury can go 
in the matter, This office was quite a 
factor in the last county campaign and 
four or five promising young doctors ex- 
fected to get it. If the recommendation 
of the jury is followed tie way-of Judge 
Eve will be made eaSier by having no ap- 
pointment to make. 

The grand jury also wants Richmond 
county made u judicial circuit by itself. 

Here are some of the recommendations 
that the jury presented to the court: 

The recommendations contend that 
while the county debt has been reduced 
within the past year to some extent, it 
can be more rapidly reduced, saying: 

“By strictly keeping within the appro- 
priations, whieh we urgently recommend, 
there can be still further reduction for 
the current year, and by pursuing this 


| policy for a few years the county debt 


can bé wiped out. 


Advise Retrenchment. 

“Tnasmuch as the present law permits 
the commissioner of roads and revenues 
to borrow. in cases of emergency, not 
to exceed !-5 of ft per cent on the as- 
sessed valuation of the property in the 
county, and there appears, from the treas- 
urer’s accounts, to have been a fixed 
indebtedness, in round numbers, of $50,- 
000 for several years, and this amount 
having been increased during the summer 
and fal] months, until the taxes come in, 
in November and December, to almost 
as much more, and as it is obligutory to 
reduce the indebtedness 25 per cent each 
year, until the debt is liquidated, we 
earnestly recommend the courts and com- 
missioner to cut off every possible ex- 
pense—to permit nor approve of any de- 
mané on the treasurer, excgpt that it be 
authorized by law; and we request future 
grand juries to scrutinize carefully every 
expenditure, see that every department, 
in its expense, keeps well within its spe- 
cifig appropriations; that no sum levied 
for any one department be diverted from 
its specific purpose, and that the debt 
be reduced as required by law. 

“The funds of the county should be so 

administered that there should always 
be a balance on hand; enough at all 
times to meet every legitimate demand 
promptly without having—excepting cases 
of emergency—to borrow a dollar from 
any source. We should comply with the 
law—all of which is very explicitly laid 
down in the statutes. 
“We commend the system of securing 
bids for all supplies, and recommend that 
the same be extended to al] departments 
where purchases and improvements are 
made—gravel included; and a contract 
given to the lowest and best bidder, qual- 
ity considered, by meang of sealed bids, 
after proper advertisement, and opened 
and read publicly at a stated time and 
place; all bids gnd contracts to be kept 
on file in the treasurer’s office. 

‘“‘We recommend that fn the purchase 
uf gravel, every shipment be consigned 
ito Richmond county; that a bid be ren- 


thinks would be better for the welfare of 


dered with each shipment, and on the 
initial and number 
d.. Sand ‘that the 
cttarhed: to. said bills; 
that each bil] be O. K.’d ‘by the officer 
receiving it, and that he snail state the 
road the gravel is intended to be used on. 
When the gravel has been tecelyed and 
the bi O. K.'d by the proper party, the 
same shall be filed in the treasurer's of- 
fice and passed to the credit of the party 
furnishing it. 
“In the interests of economy, wh 
should always actuate us, and particular- 
ly at thie time, because of the condition 
of the treasury, we decline to recommend 
the-continuance of the office of physician 
to the coroner for the ensuing year, and 
recommend that the duties heretofore 
performed by him be discharged by the 
county physician without additional com- 
pensation to him.” } 
While the report ‘shows that the books 
of the treasues have been kept neatly. 
the system of bookkeeping is not com-' 
mended, the jury saying that the fact 
that the predecessor in office established 
ihe system in use, that does not make it 
correct, and it should be a system of 
bookkeeping such as any intelligent man 
could understand. 
They also strongly recommend that the 
bailiffs of the sheriff and court solicitors, 
who do only such work as comes from 
the offices of those officers, be required 
to do county pohce duty at their present 
pay. 

Against Fee System. 

One of the most generaly interesting 
features of tho presentments was the 
statemegt contained therein that there 
has been an expression of dissatisfaction 
at the manner in which the solicitors of 
courts @nd the clerks are paid, contend- 
ing that the fee system is not entirely 
satisfactory and recommending that a 
test caSe be brought to the next term of 
the superior court to se if it is not nec- 
essary and possible to change the pres- 
ent pay system of these offices. 

In its presentments the grand jury re- 
fers to the fact that Chatham county 
constitutes one judicial court circuit, and 
calls upon the members Of the iegis- 
lature from this county to introduce and 
push to passage a bill at the next 
session of that body to make the county 
of Richmond one circuit, cutting it off 
from the counties of Burke, Columbia 
and McDuffie. 

There will not be qa term of the Burke 
county court, commencing next Monday, 
the 23rd, as was expected. Solicitor 
Reynolds went to Burke last night to 
make arrangements for the court, and a 
bar meeting was held this morning to 
decide what would be done. The docket 
Was gone over and it was decided that 
the cases which still remain on it are 
not of such pressing importance that they 
can not go over. A vote was taken on. 
the question of whether cr not tne term 
would be opened next Monday, pursuant 
to the understanding at the adjournment 
of the regular term and the bar decided 
since the matters pending are not of very 
great pressing importance the term will 
be permanently adjourned by Judge 
Hammond at the proper time and no 
cases for jury trial will b etaken up 
before the next regular term, which 
convenes on the first Monday in Octo- 
ber. The judge will, however, go to 
Burke next week and hear motions, de- 
murrers and matters which can be taken 
up in chambers. we

The Passing of Cummins. 
One of the most interesting develop- 
ments of this year’s politics is the 
eclipse of Governor Cummins, of Iowa, 


‘| by the old line leaders; who, up to a 


short time ago, seemed to tremble at 
the mention of his name. 

The man who became exponent and | 
chief embodiment ef the “Iowa idea” ™ 
of tariff revigion was so badly de- 
feated in the recent republican state 
.convention that he can no longer be 
considered a power, even in local af- 
fairs. That convention, under the 
leadership of Senator Allison, Secre- 
tary Shaw, Colonel Hepburn, and 
other powerful, if less prominent, apos- 
tles of stand-patism, took action which 
may be regarded an absolute defeat 
for Cummins and his tariff revision 
policy. The governor was permitted, 
as 2 courtesy to his office, to go as 
a delegate to the Chicago convention, 
but the resolutions adopted at Des 
Moines demonstrate that the other 
wing of the party absolutely dominat- 
ed the convention’s action. 

So far as the republican party in 
Iowa is concerned, tariff revision is 
dead. Cummins is repudiated. lowa 
takes its place with Ohio and the 
other hide_bound states in the front 
rank of defenders of the Dingley law 
with its many blemishes, and there is 
an end to the pretense which Cum- 
mins and other politicians held was 
necessary to hold the agricultural 
masses in the party. : 

The change of front so far as pol- 
icy is concerned was, of course, to be 
expected. The course followed by the 
republican leaders in congress show 
ed it had been determined to permit 
no assaults within the party upon the 
existing tariff law. But that Cummins 
should have been so easily unhorsed 
was to outsiders something of a sur- 
prise. Here was a man heralded as 
leader of a new era of republicanism. 
He made and unmade men. Even a 
veteran like David B. Henderson, 
then speaker of the house of represen- 
tatives, was compelled to capitulate 
and pass out of public life by fear of 
Cummins. The governor ruled with 
an iron hand, safe in the conviction 
that he had the old-liners whipped. 
Visions of a vice presidency and after 
that the presidency filled his mind, 
and for a time everything seemed to 
be coming his way. Even his ene. 
mies thought so. 

But he had made the fatal mistake 
of believing that the promises of re- 
publican leaders and republican plat- 
forms to revise the tariff schedules 
were made in earnestness and honesty. 
Now he pays the penalty.

Of all recent platform declarations, | 
there is nothing that more clearly re- 
veals the speciousness that has place 
in the master minds of the republican 
party than that declaration’ in Ohio 
in favor of “an exalted franchise and 
@ pure ballot.” a 

After this had’ been solemnly formu- 
lated, as solemnly presented to the 
Ohio convention,.and as perfunctorily- 
cheered, that body forthwith put ai 
the head of its delegation to the na- 
tional convention—George B. Cox, of 
Cincinnati! 

George Cox is the acknowledged 
head and front of the rottenest ma- 
chine known to American politics. 
Past master of the art of “practical” 
politics as it is played in the slums 
of the great cities of this country. 
Coxy Old Boy is a boss beside whom 
your Tom Platts and Matt Quays and 
Ben Odells are veritable angels of 
light. From keeper of a little saloon 
—over which he made his residence— 
Cox has become a millionaire solely 
through politics. Ward heeler, ward 
boss, head of the city organization, 
and from that to dominant figure in 
the state organization, George Cox 
has gone gradually up the ladder of 
graft until he is now the real head 
of Ohio republicanism. When Fora- 
ker sought to get into the senate, he 
had to go to Cox—and he did. When 
Hanna came to the front for old John 
Sherman’s seat—that statesman hav- 
ing been shoved into the cabinet, 
where he did not want to go—it was 
Cox who put Hanna in. He makes 
governors and congressmen, and all 
republican officeholders. 

If the reputable republicans of Cin- 
cinnati are to be believed, Cox’s suc. 
cess has been accomplished by resort 
to the most disgraceful method known 
to politics. And yet it is this same 
Cox who now declares for ‘‘an exalted 
franchise and a pure ballot!” 


Again it Comes. 

The Murray Crane cabinet rumor 
has again come to the front. This 
time its excuse for existence is found 
in the report that Secretary Cortelyou 
is to retire from the Roosevelt house- 
hold to assume the onerous duties of 
campaign manager. Hardly had this 
report gotten into print before the 
newspapers, particularly those of New 
Engjand, were busy putting this for- 
mer governor of Massachusetts into 
the Cortelyou shoes.

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Webster Davis and the Boers. 

Webster Davis says it is blackmail, 
and Webster ought to know. How- 
ever, it is to be hoped fiat this con- 
troversy between this eminent son of 
Nebraska and General Pearson, of the 
defunct Boer army, will bring to light 
the facts concerning that little money 
transaction in South Africa about 
which the newspapers have from time 
to time had so much to say. 

It will be recalled that shortly after 
the war in South Africa began, Davis, 
who was then assistant, secretary of 
the interior, made a trip to Cape Town 
and Johannesburg, during which. he 
was in conference, upon several oc- 
casions, with Oom Paul Kruger and 
other Boer leaders. Important things, 
according to the press reports from 
that end of the world, were doing; 
there were vague hints that Davis 
had been sent as a special emissary 
from President McKinley, and, despite 
the positive denials sent from Wash- 
ington, a good many people believed 
that his mission had serious import. 
Finally Davis returned and in spec- 
tacular manner separated himself, or 
was separated, from the republican 
party. Subsequently, he made that 
equally spectacular seconding speech 
at Kansas City, in which he pictured 
the claims of “William J. Brennings’”’ 
to the presidency—but that’s another 
story. 

It has frequently been asserted that 
while Davis was in South Africa he 
made representations to Kruger which 
led the Boer president to place cer- 
tain funds in his hands. It was hint- 
ed or surmised or asserted that~ this 
was intended by President Kruger as 
some sort of educational fund to pro- 
mote pro-Boer sentiment in this coun- 
try, the presumption being that Davis 
had made Kruger believe he would 
be of great value to the Boer cause. 
Nobody has ever known whether there 
was such a fund. The fact that Mr. 
Davis, shortly after this visit, began 
building apartment houses in Kansas 
City was taken as corroborative evi- 
dence of the truth of some of the pass- 
ing rumors, but that was by the un- 
duly suspicious. 

The episode had passed into history 
until a few days ago when Pearson 
and another man, who claimed to be 
representatives of the South African 
lost cause, wrote Davis threatening 
letters, demanding that he turn over 
to them $30,000 of Boer money, which 
they alleged he had. 

Davis now charges blackmail. Per- 
haps, the courts will give the case 
such an airing as will develop the 
facts.

The Spirit of Japan. 

The spirit inspiring Japan in its 
war with Russia has at no time been 
more clearly stated than in the fol- 
lowing letter written by Japan’s great- 
est statesman, Marquis Ito, to Mr. 
Henry Clews, of New York: 

Dear Sir: In answer to your letter of 
February 17, let me first of all thank you 
most sincerely for the constant sympa- 
thy you have shown to our country's 
cause. Your friendly effort on the oc- 
casion of the Sino-Japanese war is still 
fresh in my memory and in the memory 
of all those who have heard of it. And 
in general the sympathetic attitude of 
public opinion of your country is a great 
encouragement to us—to dur faith that in 
fighting for our own future security and 
undisturbed enjoyment of the fruits of 
civilization we are to a certain. extent 
fighting also for the common cause of all. 

The supremacy of Russia in Korea 
would mean not only a constant menace 
to the very existence of our island em- 
pire, but would also meon the wholesale 
destruction of our commercial] and in- 
dustria] interests, already legitimately 
vested there Th the past—not to mention 
the loss of natural outlet for our ex- 
panding people. The constant policy of 
Russia in this part of the giobe has 
steadily inclined toward monopolization 
of natyral resources of the country she 
conquers and annexes. Her Manchurian 
policy is the irrefutable evidenre of the 
above statement. So that in fighting for 
our own interests, we are at the same 
time fighting for the principle of “fair 
competition atl around’ in these new 
markets of the world. I am indeed very 
sorry that the negotiations, carrjed on, on 
Our side, with sincere ‘‘bona fide,’’ were 
not crowned with success so earnestly de- 
sired. If the Russian government were a 
little more inspired by the spirit of mod- 
eration and of toleration for the legiti- 
mate interets of others, things would not 
haye come to this pass. 

As it was, there remained for us no 
Other way but to try to inforce by arms | 
what we could not do by réason. And we

rapidly augmenting her fighting forces 
available in this part of her empire, so 
that before long the sheer mass of her 
fighting power would have made it a folly 
for us to attempt to resigt the upscrupu- 
lous march onward. it has been nothing 
but a coolly thought out step in the 
cause of state necessity. And I am much 
gratified to see that you, as well as the 
great public opinion of your country, 
have understood our motives in the true 
light. . 

The sympathizers with Russia; and 
there are many of them in this coun- 
try, can find in this brief statement a 
complete reply to their oft-repeated 
question: “Why is it that Americans 
are so generally on the side of Ja- 
pan?” \ 


States have from the first realized 
that it is Japan, not Russia, which is 
fighting for the open door in the 
Orient; that Japan is making her fight 
not from motives of selfishness alone, 
that in attempting to drive the Bear 
from Korea and Manchuria, Japan is 
fighting a batle for world commerce 
and world civilization. 

That she may win is the profound 
wish of all who have studied the 
course of Russia in Asia.

It is 
stated that codnSiderable influence was 
Brought to bear in behalf of these men, 
for surprising as it may seem, they are 
able to command some ififluence. Jn this 
instance, however, it has availed them 
nothing, and they must serve the jail 
sentences. 

Governor Terrell yesterday received a 
telegram from David C. Barrow, Jr., at- 
torney for the two defendants, asking him 
to withhold action until he could come to 
Atlanta and make a presentation of their 
cases. The governor replied that he had 
already decided to approve the findings of 
the commission, and that settled the mat- 
ter.

Most of the cases which were presented 
to the prison commission thls month for 
clemency received adverse action. Out of 
a batch of fourteen cases which Governor 
Terrell] passed on yesterday clemency was 
grantef inonly three of them, as fol- 
iOWS:

Colonel J. W. Sceelly Will 
Deliver Address in 
Marietta, 


The G, A. R. posts in Georgia and in 
South Carolina are making preparations 
for Decoration day, 

On this day, corresponding to Memorial 
day, the old union soldiers, survivors of 
the civil war, will assemble again to lis- 
ter to eloquent speeches by members of 
their body and to deck the graves of the 
failed with the flowers of springtime. 

There are four cemeteries in the di- 
vision, comprising Georgia and South 
Carolina, located in Marietta, Ga., An- 
dersonville, Ga.. Buford, S. C., and Flor- 
ence, §. C. In these four cemeteries are 
buried 36,500 soldiers, who in the civil 
war wore the blue and perished in hos- 
tile territory. 

It is the duty of the Grand Army posts 
nearest to each G. A. R. cemetery to 
¢cnduct the services and to deck the 
graves on Decoration day. Thus tb 
cemetery at Marietta, Ga., is under the 
charge of the Atlanta post, Pust No, I, 
and Post No. 4 at Tallapoosa, Ga. 

The members of this organiation at 
Fitzgerald take charge of the Decora- 
tion day services at Andersonville, Ga. 
At Buford, S. C., the services are con- 
ducted by the local post, Post No. 9, as- 
sisted by Charleston and Savannah; 
while in Florence the members in Char- 
leston, in Columbia, and the local or- 
garization, known as the Blue and the 
Gray ‘Florence Mémorial Agsociation, 
gather to honor the dead.

Ingenious Bits of Mechanism Which 
Surpass the Human Brain. 
(From The World's Work.) 

In factories and offices, increasing year- 
ly in numbers, are a thousand machines 
that surpass human fingers and deftness 
and even outthink the human brain. New 
ones are constantly invented. 

Thus the new machine for decorating 
erockery puts on the china, by a single 
action. the border patterns and mono- 
gram centers, which formerly required a 
whole nrocess of thandwork. The ma- 
chine is operated by compressed air. 
and has a maximum capacity of decorat- 
ing in this manner 120 dozen pieces of 
crockery in a single hour, with the as- 
s‘stance of two bovs. 

A new sneed indicator has been added 
to locomotive practice that not only fn- 
dicates the varving ‘speed of the engine. 
when the speed exceeds the established 
safty limit, thus successfully replacing 
the “‘sneed feel’ of engineers. 

To do awav with guess work in office 
and shop management. and to find ont 
the real amount and value of each and 
every different kind of labor expended 
on a given piece of work, there 1s a 
machine which makes a permanent record 
by card printing not only of a stngls 
period of time. but also of an indefinite 
number of periods. This record shows 
the number of hours and minutes put on 
the joh. and also the time of day when 
the job was started. When the job is 
done the totals of labor costs are en- 
tered on the oytside of the envelope con- 
taining them, together with a record of 
the material used. Each record is en- 
tered on the factory books for permanent 
reference. 

The sewing of 


uttons on shoes and on 
garments is no lionger done by hand in 
modern factories. There is a machine 
that sews 5,300 buttons on garments in 
nine hours—or- more than eight expert 
sewers could possibly do in the same 
time. This machine requires no expert 
operator. A boy or girl runs it. 

And in one insurance office, where it 
was formerly necessary for a force of 
clerks to copy names om reference cards 
to be filled in various place, one clerk 
now writes the name on a single card 
with the metallic ink, clamps it in a 
holder with a number of blank cards 
and flashes an x-ray through the packet. 
Thus by a single motion one man writes, 
or rather prints, all the cards,

in 1897 he sold a tract to Scipio Chap- 
man, But refused to make fitle after a 
railroad was built through it, and in a 
civil suit put in a forged contract to de- 
fraud Chapman of the land. Chapman 
had the original contract, of which Mur- 


rays should haev been @ duplicate, but 
&® comparison showed Murray’s to be a_ 
forgery and different in vital particulars. ' 


It was proven that the forced contract 
Was On a blank form that was not print- 
ed until four months after the original 
contract was signed in duplicate, show- 
ing that Murrray had gestroyed his orig- 
inal duplicate and substQuted the forgery, 
counting upon the ignorance of the ne- 
groes to escape detection. 

A motion for a new trial has been made, 
and Murray’s meang insure a long fight 
tu the court of last. resorg to escape the 
chaingang.

Yany of 
our correspondents complain that 
low temperature at night ts causing 
slow germination and develop- 
ment.” 
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New York, May 20.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened easy at a decline of 1@5 
points, rather a poor shwing in view f 
the steady cables, and almst immediately 
phowed still greater weakness under ac- 
tive liquidation and continued bear pres- 
gure. he weather over the south was of 
a distinctly favorable average, tempera- 
tures being much more seasonabie, and 
while at first the new crop positions 
showed relative steadiness, they later 
yielded to liquidation and declined about 
equally with the near positions. At times 
during the session there would be slight 
tallies on cevering, but demand was al- 
most entirely for short account, or at 
least appeared to be, and on every iittle 
upturn the Wal] street bear leader and 
New Orleans would renew selling. It 
was the genera impression that the New 
Orleans seliing represented liquidation 
@nd the report that a few more May 
notices were circulating in the gouthern 
market causing the throwing over of May 
holdings, had a tendency to confirm the 
view tnat there would be reo manipuia- 
ton of the summer months from the 
bull standpoint. In a general way the 
market worked toward a lower leve| dur- 
ing the end of the session and reachea 
the lawest point of the day just before 
the close, when July sold at 12.78 and 
Octaber at 10.85. ‘The inarket was finally 
easy and within a point or two of the 
bottom, or a net decline of 29@38 points. 
The declining tendency was encouraged 
to some extent by a private crop report 
issued during the morning, estimating 
the increase in acreage wt 7% per cent, 
and stating that the condition of the crop 
was better than last year.

COTTON. 


New York. May 20.—The weekly Liver- 
pool statement shows that the total stock 
of cotton in store and afloat is now 713,- 
000, against 736,000 last year, a defi- 
ciency of only 23,000 as against a defi- 
ciency of 180,000 on April 10. The sales 
for the week are only 26,000, against 
48,000 last vear, and the amount for- 
warded to spinners only 38,000, against 
54.000 last year. These figures speak 
most graphically. of the diminished de- 
mand for spot cotton and foreshadow a 
very bearish visibly supply statement to- 
morrow. The coming week is Whitsua- 
tide. a general holiday closely observed 
not only in Lancashire, but on the contl- 
nent. The European demand for spot 
cotton in consequence entirely disap- 
pears, and for this reason it has several 
times happened in the past that ‘“‘Whit- 
week" has marked the collapse of some 
promising bull campaigns. Spot houses 
here report that they are being asked 
for offers on a surprisingly large amount 
of cotton held at the uncounted towns, 
but as there is no demand ‘from any 
quarter, they can only bid on the basis 
of the contract market, the fact that 
Mav contracts in New Orleans are sell- 
ing at 53 points under July still further 
attests the lack of buyers for real cot- 
ton. Were there any demand from spin- 
ners, speculators would not be willing to 
pay 2.65 per bale to carry cotton forty 
days. It is becoming apparent that much 
more cotton than generally supposed has 
been held in the invisible supply at un- 
counted points in the hope of higher 
prices, and as this hope disappears, it is 
likely to be pressed for sale. It is prov- 
erbially, “that one extreme breeds the 
other.” and in the present temper of the 
market and in view of the depressed con- 
dition of the dry goods trade it is not im- 
possible that cotton may g0 as much too 
low as it has been too high. 

Itis well to bearin mindin this connec- 
tion that next month’s government report 
is generally expected to show an ih- 
crease in acreage of at least 10 per cent, 
and that the report of condition will com- 
pare with 74.! last year, which was the 
worst on record. Should tBe showing this 
vear be accepted as confirmatory of big 
crop ideas, it would probably still further 
intensify the bearish sentiment and lead 
to a flood of liquidation among holders 
of both spots and futures that would be 
irresistible, whatever reactionary power 
the market has had, has been due to the 
covering of the short interest, this seems 
to be completed.

MONEY ON CALL IS EASIER 


Sterling Exchange Continued Its

New York, ay .—The narrow and 
varying fluctuatigns in the stock market 
and the small volg@me of thé total trans- 
actions each day are an accurate reflec- 
tion of the timid®’and vaccilating temper 
of the speculative mind. The conviction 
is general that the condition of absolute 
deadlock in whica the market is now held 
cannot last long.

This 
payment is to the benefit of bank casn 
and will figure €s Qn offset to the losses 
by gold exports. Call money was appre- 
Clably easier today and was offered in 
large amounts. by the banks below 2 per 
cent. Sterling exchange also continued 
its downward course, encouraging the 
idea that the gold movement may bt 
reaching its culmination. The beginning 
of the hearing in the sult to enjoin the 
Northern Securities’ distribution was of 
some encouraging effect. The influence 
of these considerations was faint and 
seemed to pass away quietly, allowing the 
dragging tendency of a stagnaht market 
to reassert itself. Tne cotton market, by 
the further fall in prices, added to the at- 
traction for foreign buyers and promised 
an improvement in the export showing 
for that staple.
